"Hamlet,  Prince  of  Denmark,’’  opening  presentation  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  theatre,  will  open  Wednesday,  Oct.  29,  and 
run  through  Saturday,  Nov.  X according  to  Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen, 
speech  department  chairman. 

Originally  scheduled'  to  open  on  October  22,  performances  have 
been  delayed  one  week  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  Homecoming 
activities.

Phi,  Mask  Club,  Forensic  club, 


KBYU  staff  members,  and  Speech 
Rehabilitation  and  Hearing  stu- 
dents. Price  of  the  ticket  books 
is  $4  to  adults  and  $2.50  for  high 
school  and  grade  school  students.

Dr.  Hansen  pointed  oui  that  al- 
though tickets  may  be  purchased' 
for  individual  performances  at 
75  cents,  the  purchase  of  a season 
book  will  mean  a sizable  saving 
of  money  for  purchases.  Individu- 
al tickets  for  the  professional  per- 
formances by  the  Barter  Theatre 
of  Virginia  in  December  will  be 
sold  for  $2.50. 

Prof.  Alfred  Sensenbach,  set 
designer,  has  described  the  stage 
settings  for  "Hamlet"  as  "some- 
thing new  and  different.”  Rather 
than  the  conventional  box-type 
sets,  Prof.  Sensenbach  said,  a 
semi-abstract  style  of  space-stag- 
ing will  be  used. 

With  this  type  of  staging,  a 
permanent  set  can  be  used  for 
an  entire  play.  With  a few  minor 
changes  in  decor  and  lighting,  en- 
tirely different  locales  can  be  por- 
trayed. "This  type  of  setting  is 
ideal  for  a Shakespearean  play, 
said  Prof.  Sensenbach,  "since  one 
play  may  have  scenes  in  a dozen 
different  locations.”

Friedrich  Gulda,  Viennese  pi- 
anist, will  open  the  Brigham 
Young  University-Community 
Lyceum  series  Wednesday,  Oct. 
22,  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  Provo 
Stake  Tabernacle. 

The  21-year-old  artist's  visit 
here  is  one  of  forty  he  is  making 
on  his  first  coast  to  coast  tour. 
The  three  months’  itinerary  be- 
gan in  Chicago,  Oct.  11,  when  Mr. 
Gulda  appeared  with  the  Chicago 
Symphony  under  the  direction  of 
Rafael  Kubelik. 

Mr.  Gulda’s  debut  of  last  sea- 
son at  Carnegie  Hall  received 
much  praise  and  established  his 
career  on  the  American  musical 
scene.  Louis  Biancolli  of  the  New 
York  World  Telegram  and  Sun 
said  the  debut  was  "the  most  sen- 
sational keyboard  debut  since 
that  of  Vladimir  Horowitz.”  The 
New  York  Times  rated  Gulda  as 
an  “artist  of  the  first  rank.” 

His  concert  here  will  feature  a 
program  of  outstanding  appeal 
including  numbers  by  Haydn,  Bee- 
thoven, Debussy,  ” and  Prokof ieff . 

The  young  pianist  was  born  in 
Vienna  in  1930.  He  began  playing 
at  the  age  of  seven  and  in  1946 
was  awarded  first  prize  at  the 
famous  International  Contest  in 
Geneva.

“Any  Latter-day  Sainfwho  has 
been  baptised  and  commanded  to 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost  and  has 
not  received  a revelation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  has  not  received  the 
Holy  Ghost,”  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee 
proclaimed  in  his  devotional  ad- 
dress Wednesday.  He  further  em- 
phasized that  “Every  individual 
in  his  own  station  has  a right  to 
receive  revelation  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.” 
Turing  to  the  scriptures  Elder 
Lee  quoted  the  passage  often

Elaborating  upon  this 
he  cited  the  visit  of  the  Savior  to 
the  Nephites  as  well  as  the  con- 
version of  Paul  as  examples.

Holy  Ghost.  The  Lord  explained 
this  to  Joseph  Smith  saying,  “Yea, 
behold  I will  tell  you  in  your 
mind  and  in  your  heart.” 

“But  I received  a revelation 
contrary  to  your  decision,”  was  a

Shades  of  Dr.  Gallup 

The  first  of  a series  of  public  opinion  polls  to  be  taken  by  Prof. 
Stewart  L.  Grow  and  his  class  in  Public  Opinion  and  Propaganda 
has  revealed  some  interesting  things  about  the  political  affiliations 
by  BYU  students  and  their  reactions  to  the  first  two  open  forum 
programs. 

Asked,  “Do  you  consider  yourself  to  be  a Democrat,  Republican 
Independent?”  a widely  spread  sample  of  the  studentbody  reported 
as  follows: 


Republicans  41% 

Democrats  ^ 21% 

Independents  38% 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  two  forums  the  students  and  faculty 
were  asked  how  they  felt  toward  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
causes  as  a result  of  Dirksen’s  and  Truman’s  . speeches,  respectively. 

Analysis  of  the  returns  indicates  that  about  all  the  speeches 
did  for  those  students  and  faculty  who  considered  themselves  to  be 
allied  with  one  of  the  major  parties,  was  to  reinforce  their  party 
allegiance. 

Forty-eight  per  cent  of  the  Republicans  who  listened  to  Dirksen 
felt  more  favorable  to  their  party,  while  49  per  cent  of  the  Demo- 
crats who  listened  to  Truman  felt  better  about  being  Democrats. 

Dirksen  did,  however,  alienate  four  per  cent  of  his  party  listen- 
ers, but  'Truman  seemed  to  offend  no  Democrats. 

Dirksen’s  speech  evidently  had  a greater  effect  on  the  inde- 
pendent voter  than  'Truman’s,  influencing  45  per  cent  of  the  inde- 
pendents, while  'Truman  was  able  to  move  only  23  per  cent. 

Although  he  won  the  independents  more  successfully  than 
President  Truman,  Dirksen  apparently  made  50  per  cent  of  his 
Democratic  listeners  Jess  favorable  towards  the  Republicans.  Presi- 
dent Truman  only  stimulated  18  per  cent  of  the  Republicans  to  feel 
worse  about  the  Democrats.

A group,  thought  to  be  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
church  to  attend  Sunday  School 
at  one  time,  filled  the  Joseph 
Smith  building  at  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  Campus  Branch  Sunday 
School. 

Estimated  at  between  2000  and 
2200,  the  crowd  filled  not  only 
the  auditorium  and  ballroom,  but 
overflowed  into  the  lobby  and 
lounge  with  many  standees.

Assembly  Speaker

George  H.  Bailey,  speaking  on 
the  open  forum  yesterday, 
charged  that  the  idea  of  a wide 
gulf  between  the  socialism  ad- 
vanced in  Englind,  and  the  Com- 
munism of  Soviet  Russia  should 
jiot  be  ‘swallowed’  by  anyone.  He 
asserted  that  the  beginning  the- 
ory may  have  been  somewhat  dif- 
ferent but  that  the  practical  use 
of  Socialism  in'  the  end  could  lead 
to,  nothing  hut  dissension  and 
complete  captivity. 

Mr.  Bailey  pointed  out  that  of 
greater  determent  to  England 
than  the  previous  ,war  was  their 
loss  of  economic  freedom  with 
the  insertion  of  a centrally  plan- 
ned economy.  “Britain'  sold  their 
liberty  for  security.”

77  Coeds  In  .. . 


Nursing  School  Enrollment 
Seen  “Outstanding”  In  Utah 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
new  School  of  Nursing  has  ah 
enrollment  of  77  coeds,  over  half 
of  whom  come  from  outside  of 
Utah. 

The  school  was  introduced  on' 
the  campus  this  fall  because  of 
the  increasing  need  for  nurses, 
especially  those  able  to  operate 
in  situations  where  technical  skill 
is  combined  with  broad  social  and 
psychological  insights.  The  num- 
ber of  girls  enrolled  is  outstand- 
ing, said  Vivian  Hansen,  director 
of  the  school,  for  only  109  nurses 
graduated  last  year  in  the  entire 
state  of  Utah. 

The  staff  of  the  school  of  nurs- 
ing is  composed  of  Miss  Hansen, 
Martha  R.  Jenny  and  Audrey  B. 
Jones.  Two  or  three  more  per- 
sons are  expected  to  be  added  to 
the  staff  during  the  year.  By  fall 
quarter  .next  year  15  to  20  staff 
members  are  expected. 

The  curriculum  of  the  school 
is  so  arranged  that  the  student 
is  able  to  participate  in  other  col- 
lege activities  besides  nursing. 
Even  when  they  begin  their  hos- 
pital training  they  will  still  be 
taught  by  BYU  instructors. 

The  school  of  nursing  is  organ- 


ized as  a correlated  type  of  pro- 
gram which  enables  a student  to 
gain  general  education  and  pro- 
gress in  her  professional  nursing 
education  at  the  same  time. 

Students  will  spend  four  quar- 
ters on  the  BYU  campus  and  then 
take  five  quarters  of  clinical  ex- 
perience in  the  LDS  Hospital  in 
Salt  Lake  City  and  one  quarter  in 
a community  hospital  before  their 
last  year,  which  will  consist  of 
both  hospital  training  and  aca- 
demic courses.  Upon  completion 
of  her  work  the  student  is  eligible 
to  graduate  from  BYU  with  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  with  a 
major  in  nursing.
